Re- 
ports for the last •fix months show 
that more persons have been sent to 
the police elation or taken to th« 
emergency hospital for alcoholic 
treatment than daring the past pre- 
vious year. 


There are more than fifty cases of 


a new disease, which has not yet 
been named, where persons have suf- 
fered the derangement of one optic, 
th« nerve contracting and throwing 
the eye out of focus, according to 
the police. In each of these caves 
the patient had b«en intoxicated on 
grappa, it is said. 


There are more than 100 cases on 


the records for the past six months 
wherein criminal acts have been 
committed and wherein the 'defend- 
ant claimed that his actions were 
doe tf drinking grappa. Twenty-six 
cases of insanity have also resulted 
from grappa, and two deaths, the 
police say.

-THE CAT OUT OF THE BAG. 


We "are indebted to a San Francisco contempo- 


rary for a very accurate statement regarding the 
, condition of official sentiment in Berkeley on 


the project of county and city consolidation, 
.•which, .has been agitated recently with so much 
mysterious vigor. And it is of peculiar interest 
that this contemporary is closely affiliated with 
the branch house newspaper in Oakland promi- 
nent in the effort to convoke a special freehold- 
ers' election in behalf of the alleged consolida- 
tion plan, at an expense of £100,000 which trie 
taxpayers of the whole county must meet. 


The article in question is provoked by the action 


of the unincorporated area known as Cragmont, 
north of Berkeley, in connection with, the special 
elections in Berkeley and Albany to bo held on 
Ifovember 13 to g<%in authority for the .formation 
of-a. public utility district by these cities. We 
quote from, our contemporary with careful exact- 
ness*

Club for today marks the first definite step in 
the proposal of Berkeley to separate from Ala- 
meda county and form a city and county govern- 
ment of its own. 


"Though Berkeley has taken an active part iu

freeholders' election icas called.

Governor James B. Cox of Ohio, Democratic 


candidate for the Presidency, will visit Oakland 
tomorrow evening and speak in the Municipal 
Auditorium. His appearance in California is a 
part of a Western campaign tour of wide sweep 
find relative long duration. Governor Cox was 
nominated at the San Francisco national conven- 
tion, the first national political convention to be 
held on the Pacific Coast He will find in Cali- 
fornia a people as generous and considerate in 
their welcome as was their hospitality to the 
delegates of the convention which put him in line 
for the Presidency. 


When candidates for so high an office as that 


of President appear before a people, however, 
there is something of more serious matter than 
the greeting of a distinguished personage.

1865 


Break in Prices After Civil War Not Paralleled- in the. 


World War—In 1872 Prices Were Still 30 Per Cent Above 
the Level of J860—Wages Continued to Rise Until the 
Panic of 1873.

WASHINGTON, sept. is.—There 


is no question at the present time of 
greater Importance to the business 
world or to the public in 
general 


to expect prices to remain at the 
prseent high level, or will they de- 
cline, and if so, how much? 
Can 


we 
expect 
commodity prices 
to 


eventually reach their pre-war level? 
To be able to answer these questions 
definitely would solve most of the 
perplexing problems of the business 
world at the present. It is needless 
to say that no definite answer can 
be given, but it is sometimes possible 
to throw light on the probabilities in 
the case by a study of past expe- 
riences. 


War, by reason of its heavy de- 


mand for material, the withdrawal 


prices continued to Increase. A year 
after the armistice they showed an 
increase of 130 per cent over ^the 
pre-war level. In May, 1920, n-hole- 
isale prices reached their peak, at 


_ least lor tne present, and stooa at 
| IT2 per cent abo^e the pre-war a\ er- 
ase. By July they had decreased ten 
points or 162 per cent above pre-war. 


The post war history is thus quite 


different from the civil war period. 
However, this point may be noted. 
Following the civil war 
prices did 


not reach the pre-war level for a 
period of nine years and then only 
as a result of a severe panic. 
But 


they did decline gradually to a level 
about 30 per cent above the pre-war 
prices. 


Another point of Interest Is the 


question of rising wages. In the civil 
war wages began to Increase about 
the middle of 1S82. By the end of 
the war they had increased about 50 
per cent. 
Instead of following the 


gradual decline in prices aiLer uiu 
war wages continued to increase un- 
jtil in 1872 they were 90 per cent
